days in o luzy pasture. Buster 
ls 24 years old, which would be 
comparable to 2 man of about 
635 winning a high jump. 

This ancient competilor was 
purchased along = =owith = two 
other yearlings by Winnipeg 
fo Walter Kane in 

31, 

In trucking the three year- 
lings to the Kane ranch, one 
fell off the truck and had to be 
destroyed. Kane sold . the 
second colt and deelded to keep 
Buster os his private saddlo 
horse, 

At that time, Kane Owned 
the Cambridge riding school Mm 
Winnipeg. A velcran  horse- 
man, he broke out Buster o3 a 
three-year-old, but pressure of 
business did not leave too much 
tIme for riding und Buster 
spent most of his time in the 
. stable, 

However, a riding instructor 
at the School, Josie Welsh of 
Celgary asked Kane to allow 
bim to school Buster og a jump- 
er, From the time he was four 
unfil he was 12, Buster cam- 
‘palpned over the Canadian 
horseshow cireult with Welsh 
‘doing the riding. 


ALL-TIME HIGH 


Welsh set an all-time mark of 
six feet six inches with Buster 
‘in high jump contests. In 1941, 
Welsh moved to Alberta to go 
into the dud ranch business and 
Kane disposed of his string of 
jumpers. 

Kane suw Buster perform 
many times, When the horse had 
reached the oge of 20, Kane 
thought he was showing signs of 
wear and should be retired. Kane

AN a baby fly safely? 

Is tlying dangerous to 

a person with heart disease? 
May old people fly? There 
are those who cannot fly 
without danger. And others 
who will be more comfort- 
able if they do not fly. But 
most people, including some 


with heart disense, can fly.

Bodily Effects

burometric pressure is lower. 
‘Thls influences the gos which is 
seontained in the — digestive 
organs of everyone,  muinly in 
the stomuch, but ulso in the 
small and lurge Intestines. This 
gus is maintained at the same 
pressure as that of the 
atmosphere; as we ascend to 
higher altitudes it) expands. 
Any abdominal conditton in 


which expanding gas might be 
dangerous should be regarded 
os o reason for avoiding high 
alutude flying. Active peptic 
ulcers, but not healed and 
quiescent ones, and diverticulitis 
of the colon, sre two conditiona 
which fall into this class. 
Patients with quiescent ulcers 
should consult their ‘physicians 
before flying for appropriate: 
treatment, Including drugs 
aguinst alr sickness. 


Taboo 


Rarefled alr and 
sures, with oxygen 
stllute a bar to fiying 
10,000 feet for patients with 
tuberculosis, especially those 
with pneumothorax, alr in the 
chest to collapse Uhe tung. This 
expands at higher altitudes, and 
may suffocate the putient or 
may tear adhesions in tho 
chest. Recent lung hemorrhage 
definitely forbids flying,  be- 
caipe of chinger of reopening the 
Diecding vessels, Flying may 
also be taboo fur the tuberculous 
with Jung  cavitles, At locust 
they shoukl observe the top 
liurmt of 3,000 feet attitude. 

The middle ear contains alr 
at the sume pressure us outside 
nir, and so do the sinuses, This 
alr is subject to cxpansion as 
altitude Increases, with painful 
results and sometimes the 
further spread of infection 
which may be present. There- 
fore, those with ear or sinus in-~ 
fectlons should postpone fight 
until recovered. 


Mild Cases 


Heart disense is not in itself 
a var to flight In ail instances, 
but most patients with heart 
discuse should not Ay above 
10,000 fect. Below that, they 
ore us safe in an acroplane as 
in any other vehicle; many 
highways and rallroud lines 
ascend to high altitudes, though 
seldom above 10,000 feet. 

Persons with mild asthma 
can fly at low attitudes; but 
those who have repented attacks 
should not do sv. No ont 
should fly during an acute at- 
tack of asthma. 

Blood d{seuses, especially cer- 
tain types of anaemia, are 
made worse by ascent into 
rarefied uir, not only with 
regurd to immediate distress, 
but subsequent proyress, 

Despite all these limitations, 
the number of persons affec! 
is small, Most of us can fy 
without the slightest danger to 
our health.

To further ensure that schedul-

played off during the succecding 
week, would be of great help, 


DIFFICULT TASK 


Another interesting = subject 
for discussian that arose of the 
week's litwn bowls activities ts 
the forthcoming participation of 
Hongkong In the Empire Games 
at Vancouver.

Although everyone of the 20 
players who submitted their 
names ts belng given a chance 
to show his worth fn the trials, 
a further nisaber could bo 
easily cllminated for not being 
up to standard.

A FEW POINTS +

Ability to adapt oneself to the 
green will be more important 
for the player than brilliant form 
in the ¢rials, This was amply 
proved in the last Interport 
match bobween Shanghai .and 
Hongkong at Shanghai.

Tribute To 
A Great Old 
Cricketer 


Huddersfleld, England. 
May 1 


Famous Yorkshire and 
Lancashire cricketors crowded 
Into Holy Trinity Church here 
today to pay tribute to the 
Doyen ,of English cricketers, 
the late George Hirat, 

Hirst, who died at his home 
on Monday, was onc of the great 
Engiish cricketing personalitics. 
His feat in 1806 of scoring more 
than 2,000 runs and taking over 
200 wickets in the ono senson 
haa never been beaten, 

Among those attending today’s 
funeral service was Wilfred 
Rhodes, who partnered Hirst in 
many cricketing stands.
